Provide emergency measures 
to curb the effects of recessions. 
Reduce unemployment. Improve 
the health and welfare of peo- 
ple in real need. Protect con- 
sumer Interests. Initiate tax re- 
forms. Enlonte educational op- 
portunities. Insure the rights of 
all cttlzens'to vote.'.Rfiduce farm 
sivpluses. Increase foreign trade. 
Cut the outflow of gold and re; 
store balance to America's Inter^ 
national payments ^lUon. 

Stated hi these, brosd terms, 
few people can differ with the 
objectives. For the particular 
policies which the President 
recommended to achieve these 
ends, however, there can be plen- 
' r of opposition. That Is where 
ingress comes in. ' 
Its purpose Ii to debate presi- 
dential proposals, then legislate 
In the national interest, chang- 
ing whatever it wants to. 

An argument Is frequently 
made by 'minority party leaders 
that defeat' of 'a majority pro- 
poaal is often constructive. But 
where the objective Is good and 
nothing Is done, Che Inaction Is 
negative and con tie destructive. 



B^enncdy's program was em- 
bodied in neany 300 recommen- 
dations lo congress this year. Aft- 
er seven monltis, only a doien of 
tbe-mon Important measures 
have been approvedT by con- 
gress and signed into law by tha 
President. There- have been over 
in-new laws passed this year, 
but' most ore minor. 

Hone of the explanations of- 
fered, for this laek.of hnportant 
legislative action In the 81th con- 
gress gives a completely satisfac- 
tory answer.^ But some of the 
reasons t>elng discussed In con- 
gressional . corridors Include the 
election-year atmosphere and the 
oonaervatlve BepubUcon-Demo- 
cratlc coalition, which Is the ad- 
ministration's real opposition. 

Inexperienced Democratic lead- 
ership Is also mentioned as being 
iwtly responsible. One element 
Is that the President gave con- 
gress such a big load of work It 
dldnt even try to get It done. 

There was no wsr, no depres- 
sion, no national emergency that 
mode Immediate action essential. 

The President's loes ot temper 
over the steel price Increase did 
him no good, it gave his opposi- 
tion grounds for charges that his 
admmistratlon was antlbuslness. 
The stock market break built 
that up bito a lack of confidence. 

The Cuban fiasco, Berlin wall, 
imcertaln programs In Laos and 
the Congo have not helped the 
presidential Image. 

There Is one other subtle psy- 
chological change which some 
congressmen' privately say la an 
important factor in building up 
opposition to the Kennedy ad- 
ministration. 

The 1900 election totals ahowed 
the country evenly divided. Ken- 
nedy's slim QurjDi of victory Is 
measured by some analysts as 
about equal to tbose.peopple who 
voted for hlni to show thelr 
broadmlndedness,' or to show 
that they were not guilty of re- 
ligious Intolerance.

LEWISTON,, Aug. 38 UT-Sev- 
cml Idaho .\rticat producers, 
prominent In state orgohhaUons. 
havB exprcaaed opposition to a 
proposal by Democratlo* candi- 
date for governor, Vernon K. 
Smith, that ouchi agencies aa the 
Idaho wheat commission be 
abolished to cut taxes.' 

Orowera' gencrolly echoed the 
words of B. H. WltCman, Lap- 
wal,j»st president of tho Idaho 
Wheat Orowers, when he atated 
Smith "has gtrttcn Into some- 
thing he knows enUroly .nothing 
obout." 

Smith said that by ellmlnathig 
such ogendea aa the deixuteienl 
of commerce and- development 
and the wheat commission he 
could cut ' the stat« budget by 
elBht million doUors. 
~TVi[t5iain»mted-oiit-that-thc 
oommlaslon' Is supported by a 
half-cent-a-boahcl tax on wheat 
paid only by producers. He said 
the commission uaed the revenue 
to develop foreign nmrketS'-for 
Idaho wheat to promote the com- 
modity' ftnd conduct research. 
■ Adrion.-Nclson, Oencssee. who 
served os chairman of the com- 
mlaslon last year stated that the 
wheat growers ttssoclotloh de- 
veloped the Idea for tho whcot 
commission and took it before 
ihcatatc^leslsloiurt: 

"Tho whcni men ore «id ones 
Vho asked /or the tax, I think we 
have done some real good lor the 
wheat Industry In the state," Nel- 
son said.- 

Charles E. Oabby, Lewlston, the 
state commission's first chair- 
man, said Smith couldnt abolish 
the agency by himself. 

-In the first place the wheat 
commission wasn't created by a 
governor ond probably won't be 
abolished by a governor," he re- 
marked.
